HETHER to be specific or not to be spe- 
cific in our prayers is a question that is 
of concern to many Truth students. 


Both the definite and the indefinite method of 
prayer are strongly advocated by teachers of worth 
and authority, and each teacher has ways of sub- 
stantiating his teaching. As a matter of fact, when 
two opposite views of Truth are upheld both are 
usually right in a degree at least, for Truth is ex- 
ceedingly deep and broad. No particular angle of 
a teaching merits the claim that it exhausts all of 
Truth and that other views are wholly wrong. 
“For everything there is a season, and a time for 
every purpose under heaven,” writes the somber 
author of Ecclesiastes. He elaborates by saying that 
there is “a time to weep, and a time to laugh; a 
time to mourn, and a time to dance; a time to cast 
away stones, and a time to gather stones together; 
a time to embrace, and a time to refrain from em- 
bracing . . . a time to rend, and a time to sew; a 
time to keep silence, and a time to speak.” 
There could well have been a statement added 
to the effect that there is a time to be wisely and 
quietly acquiescent in the conditions that our very 
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obedience, willingness, and spirit of nonresistance 
bring us and also a time to talk to God quite frank- 
ly about what we want and to expect what we want 
to come into manifestation. It is to the subject of 
wise and specific praying that this article is dedi- 
cated. 


Much has been said against specific prayers be- 
cause of the need of avoiding the pursuit of selfish 
and unenlightened motives, But there is no reason 
why we cannot learn to pray unselfishly or let the 
light of Truth guide us in our asking. 


Life does not come to us all mapped out in ad- 
vance or with an inescapable destiny delineated for 
us, nor are we set apart from our Creator to be 
manipulated like marionettes. As malleable and 
unformed as fluid, life flows into us and through 
us, and the inner workings of our mind deter- 
mine the pattern and style of the circumstances 
that make up our individual world. Inside us the 
shaping is continually taking place as we conscious- 
ly or unconsciously, wisely or unwisely choose, re- 
ject, select or accept the things that are to or are 
not to become a part of our life. If we learn to do 
these things wisely, with full knowledge of the 
laws of God, we shall become adept at living, and 
life will be very good indeed. 


Many times when we pray, “If it is the will of 
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God,” an analysis of what we mean would reveal 
that we are still, unconsciously perhaps, making 
use of the old belief that outside of us is the power 
that determines our destiny. God is outside of us, 
of course, for He is omnipresent; but it is God in 
us that guides us and blesses us and cares for us, in 
proportion to the degree in which we permit Him 
to express Himself through us. We learn early in 
our study of Truth that the Spirit within us, our 
indwelling Lord, has no other business under the 
sun than to work for us, to decide for us, to give 
us individual guidance and care. So when we rele- 
gate to something outside ourselves the charge of 
caring for our needs and making our decisions, we 
are overlooking the very competent and dependable 
power within ourselves, the power that has been 
appointed by the infinite Father to serve us. 

If we do not know enough of the law or of the 
Truth to decree a particular outworking of it, it is 
of course better to say, “If it is the will of the Fa- 
ther, may this come to pass” or “If this is for my 
highest good, it will come to me.” There is no 
merit in rushing headlong into something that may 
not be conducive to our highest good. But we 
should start, on a very small scale if necessary, to 
make up our mind about what we want and what 
it is right to want, and to decree it. “Concerning 
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the work of my hands, command ye me,” said Je- 
hovah, But nothing gives us the power nor the 
courage nor the right to do this except a knowl- 
edge of the law. To be well grounded in love and 
justice, to be selfless and gentle and kind, to be full 
of the loving-kindness and wisdom of the Father, 
is the only guaranty of good rulership in our king- 
dom. When we possess and observe these we do 
not intrude upon the kingdom or rights of others. 
We do not ask a thing that will in any wise limit 
the God-given privilege of every soul to live his 
life according to his own inner Spirit and guidance. 
We do not ask others to pray with us for some- 
thing that they have no way of knowing is right for 
us, though they can pray, with profit to us, for our 
guidance, illumination, increased understanding, 
and receptivity to our good. 

Let us suppose that we want to sell a house, If 
the house has fulfilled its purpose in our life, if we 
do not need it any more, then there is no reason 
why it should not serve another. But the vast and 
infinite Spirit outside of us is not going to reason 
for us that the house is now too small since the 
children are bigger, or that it is too big since the 
children are grown and married. The Spirit within 
us that operates through our mind thinks such 
things out and is perfectly capable of making a 
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definite decision. We cannot insert an ad in the 
paper or put up a for-sale sign in the yard with a 
very great degree of faith if in a corner of our 
mind we entertain the feeling that perhaps it 
should remain in the family or that we really shall 
never be happy anywhere else or that God might 
not wish us to sell it. 

If we want a suit or a hat or a car, it is up to us 
to consider with our God-given wisdom whether 
we really need and want these things enough to get 
behind our prayer and do our part in bringing 
them into manifestation, God is perfectly willing 
that we have all the cars and clothes and outer 
things we can use. He has created a world of plenty 
for us, but we are the ones who decide how much 
of it we shall appropriate, how much we shall ask 
for, how much we shall receive. To receive the ful- 
fillment of our prayers we must have the whole- 
hearted approval of our best and highest and wis- 
est self, for only when we have this can we pray 
trustingly for a thing and act out our prayer by do- 
ing whatever is necessary to bring it to perfect 
fruition. 

We are not being definite in our prayers when 
we ask for something with our lips that our heart 
does not agree to. Nor are we definitely inviting 
anything into our life when our heart or our emo- 
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tions are asking for something of which our good 
faculty of wisdom does not wholly approve. It is 
in fact quite impossible to be specific when we 
pray for something of which we do not wholly ap- 
prove, and if we do not lend our whole self to the 
project in mind our chances of success are propor- 
tionately reduced. Prayer is an exercise that must 
involve the whole of us. 

A woman told me recently that she had been 
praying for a vacation trip to Europe. She knew 
that God was willing; for He is lavish in His bless- 
ings. He has built a beautiful universe and its 
beauties are an eternal invitation to His children. 
But she decided as she thought about the matter 
that such a trip was out of proportion to her pres- 
ent consciousness of prosperity and out of order in 
view of her many obligations and responsibilities. 
She knew she was not limited to her present degree 
of faith or her present earning capacity, but in put- 
ting her goal too far beyond her present capacity 
she could not get the proper co-ordination of all 
the forces of her mind and body. So she is putting 
first things first, but she says that when it is timely 
for her to do so, she will work definitely toward 
her European trip and she will expect definite re- 
sults, 

Another woman says she wants a car, but be- 
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cause she does not really need one or relish the re- 
sponsibility of a car's upkeep her goal does not 
seem really important to her. So her prayers con- 
cerning it are not very positive, and of course the 
results are uncertain. 

If you have noted how children respond to 
authority or the lack of it, you have an illustration 
of the necessity of putting the right impetus back 
of anything you say and do, A mother or a teacher 
can say to children the very same words, but with 
different meanings behind them they get very dif- 
ferent results. In one tone of voice she can request 
quietness and get no sign of obedience. She can 
make the very same request in another tone and the 
children will willingly and promptly obey. 

I was visiting some friends one evening when 
their big dog was in the house. He lay stretched 
out on the floor dozing. Besides dozing, he would 
groan or snore. The woman said, “Von, you are 
going to have to go downstairs.” Von made a 
start but lay back down. Pretty soon in about the 
same tone of voice she told him again to go down- 
stairs. He rolled his eyes and looked at her but 
snuggled closer to the floor. “He hates to go,” she 
said, “and he won't until he hears a certain tone.” 
And when she spoke with her voice full of the 
authority that came from knowing it was right for 
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- him to go, he very obediently left for his own

oni If a child or an animal, anything outside of us,

for once we get into action we get ideas and lead- 
ings that might never have come if we had been 
reluctant about taking any step at all. We may 
make mistakes of course, but it is better to make 
mistakes and learn by them than to refrain from 
definite action and coincidentally from progress. 
We develop our God-given qualities by using them. 
Lack of judgment will be overcome as the judg- 
ment we have is exercised. An insufficiency of any- 
thing will be replaced by good use of what we 
have, first in small matters and then in larger ones. 

God wants us to be partners with Him, not 
marionettes; He wants us to be cocreators, not 
puppets. We can fulfill His purpose in us by be- 
coming channels through which He can operate. 
His Spirit lies deep and rich and full in the midst 
of us and is without expression other than that 
which we give it. Our hands are His hands, our 
voice His voice, our feet His feet, our mind His 
mind. We are the only channel through which His 
perfect idea of man can be glorified. “Concerning 
the work of my hands, command ye me” can be 
adapted as a message to every member and part of 
our body, It is the invitation of our indwelling God 
to make use of His powers and capacities within 
us, We shall glorify Him if we do and in so doing 
we shall be glorified. 











Yielding to Truth

CE IN a while we encounter a student of 

Truth who has studied it for many years 

and still does not yield to it. He can ex- 
plain it perfectly and, if called upon to do so, 
would almost fight for it. He can teach and help 
other students, he can help them heal their dis- 
eases, and inspire them to success, Personally he 
seems to hold himself immune to the salvation of 
Truth. He does not yield to its teachings. 

Recently a man told us that he had studied 
Truth for years but had just discovered that he was 
the man who is perfect in Spirit. Suddenly the truth 
dawned upon him that he was the man who is the 
son of God, the child of perfection. The truth of 
his perfection dawned upon him, and he realized 
that he no longer could even think thoughts in op- 
position to the truth. When this almost overwhelm- 
ing truth dawned in his consciousness, he realized 
that he could no longer think of others in terms of 
adversity and limitation. He saw that at no time 
could he condescend to think thoughts that the 
child of God could not think. He yielded to Truth. 

When you yield yourself entirely to Truth you | 
will not allow yourself to think thoughts of lim- 
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itation about yourself or others, You will know 
that you are the child of God about whom you 
study when you study Truth, You will accept the 
teachings of the Bible for your very self. You will 
know when you read a Unity statement about the 
child of God that you are he. All the statements of 
Truth apply to you. When you read that the child 
of God is God’s child of light, peace, joy, love, 
health, and success, realize that you are that child. 
Your redemption depends upon your realizing this 
truth and holding to it. You must yield yourself 
entirely to Truth. 

Keeping loyal to Truth will do two things for 
you. It will prevent adversity from coming to you. 
It will make you strong enough to withstand any 
adverse thought that you need to handle. If in the 
very depths of your being you realize the truth of 
your relation to God, nothing adverse can be at- 
tracted to you. If you have the positive assurance 
that you are the child of God, you cannot wake up 
some morning and find that overnight you have 
been transformed into a child of disease. 

To yield entirely to Truth you must rise out of 
personal consciousness. You must not think of 
yourself as something apart from God. Of course 
you cannot think of disease as having presence and 
power if in your heart of hearts you know that 
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God as life has all presence and is all power. 

You cannot stand apart from Truth if you would 
demonstrate it. You cannot allow yourself to think 
about disease and discuss it as “something” when 
you have reached the conviction in Truth that God 
is all in all. You cannot think of fear as a reality, 
speak of your own fear, think of another as fear- 
ful, when you realize that you are the child of in- 
finite strength and courage. You must yield every 
thought of fear when you give yourself unreserved- 
ly to Truth. 

Sacrificing adverse thoughts should be an easy 
matter because the compensation is so great. We 
give up thinking thoughts of limitation and in re- 
turn receive every conceivable blessing. We yield 
ourselves entirely to Truth and receive the rewards 
of Truth. We give up the little secret thoughts, the 
jealousies, the hurt feelings, and the thoughts that 
have hindered the work of the Spirit. We yield all 
these and toss them into the refining fire of Spirit. 
We yield ourselves to Truth in its entirety and let 
the perfect work of God be done in and through 
us. 

The person who gives himself entirely to Spirit 
receives peace and love and health in their entirety. 
He yields his adverse thought only to exchange it 
for Truth.—Frank B. Whitney.
